TEXAS. - 

The convention which lately evtbied in 
, Texas, for the purpose of adopting a form of 
| gove roment for that country, issued a proc lama- 
tion respecting the compensation to be allowed 
to volunteers who may aid the Texians in their 
Struggle for independence. From this procia- 
mation we learn that bounties of land, in addi- 
tion to the regular pay and rations, will be grant- 
ed to volunteers, as follows: 

To all who are now in service, and shall con- 
tinve faithfully io service during the war, 1280 
acres. 

To all who serve faithfully, or shall have 
served faithfully for a period not less than six 
months, 646 acres. 

To all who have served faithfully for a period 
not less than three months, 320 acres. 

To all who shall enter the service previous to 
the Ist July, and shall continue in service faith- 
fully during the war, prov ided the war shall 
continue for a period more than six months, 960 
acres. 

To all who shall enter the service after the let 
of July, a quantity proportionate to the service, 
to be hereafter determined on by law. 

The lawful heirs of such volunteers as may 
| fall in the service of Texas, will be entitled to 
| claim from the government the quantity of land 
| which would have been due the deceased under 
the colunization law, viz. one league and lot, or 
4601 acres, for a man of family, and one third 
| of a league (1476 acres) for a single man; also, 





2 F the said heir or heirs shall receive, in addi- 


tiou to the land granted as aforesaid, a bounty 
| of 640 acres, as decided by the Council at San 
| Felipe, on the Lith of December, 1835. 
The province of Texas is said to embrace as 
| mach land as the whole northern and eastern 
states, most of which is fertile, and susceptible 
| of a high state of cultivation. Texas has a sea- 
| coast 340 miles long, and the whole tract of 
| country is rernarkably well watered. There is 
not probably a more attractive country on the 
re of the globe, as a permanent residence, 
and it may reasonably be supposed that the in- 
ducements held out to volunteers, will secure a 
strong accession from this country. 

In 1*27, an attempt was made to erect Texas 
into an independent republic, by the name of 
Fredonia, but it was easily put down by a small
